Attorney  General  Vacco  will  speak 
about  recent  efforts  in  his  office  to  benefit 
consumers  and  investors,  as  well  as  criminal 


justice  initiatives. 

Mr.  Vacco  was  elected  New 
York  State’s  62nd  Attorney 
General  on  November  8, 
1994,  in  his  first  attempt  at 
public  office.  He  is  the  first 
Republican  to  serve  in  this 
post  since  1978  and  the  first 
Attorney  General  elected 
from  Upstate  New  York  since 
1928. 

In  1988,  President  Ronald 
Reagan  appointed  Mr.  Vacco 
as  U.S.  Attorney  for  the  17- 
county  Western  District  of  New  York,  mak¬ 
ing  him  the  youngest  U.S.  Attorney  General 
in  the  nation  at  that  time. 

He  was  born  in  1952  in  the  town  of 
Brant,  near  Buffalo.  He  holds  degrees  from 
both  the  State  University  of  New  York,  the 
Buffalo  School  of  Law  and  Jurisprudence 
(1978)  and  Colgate  University  (1974). 

Mr.  Vacco  and  his  wife,  Kelly,  who  is 
also  a  lawyer,  live  in  the  Buffalo  suburb  of 
Hamburg  with  their  sons,  Carmen  Alexander 
(Alex)  and  Connor.

Ami  Aloni  was  born  in  Israel  and  has 
been  unusually  successful  at  writing  spirited 
music  for  Valley  Beth  Shalom  in  Encino 
Valley,  California  where  he  is  the  music  direc¬ 
tor.  Leonard  Bernstein’s  “Hashkivenu”  was 
composed  early  in  his  career  for  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  and  premiered  in  our  sanctuary  in 
May,  1945.  We  shall  have  the  opportunity  of 
singing  one  of  the  recent  pieces  by  Cantor 
Charles  Davidson,  whose  American-style 
Selichot  Service  was  sung  this  past 
September.  “Havu  Ladonai”  (Psalm  29)  by 
Abraham  Kaplan  was  introduced  to  a  thrilled 
congregation  at  our  Shabbat  morning  service 


this  past  April.  That  prayer  is  also  part  of 
Kabbalat  Shabbat,  and  we  shall  again  have 
the  joy  of  experiencing  Kaplan’s  magical 
rhythms  and  melodies  that  flow  so  naturally 
from  the  Hebrew  text.  Gershon  Kingsley  is 
truly  one  of  the  pioneers  of  popular  American 
style  in  the  synagogue.  His  1969  Sabbath  for 
Today  and  1970  Sbiru  Ladonai  for  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue,  together  with  a  host  of 
other  synagogue  commissions,  are  hallmarks 
of  a  contemporary  approach  to  Jewish  wor¬ 
ship  that  has  proven  to  be  extremely  influen¬ 
tial.  Cantor  Abraham  Levitt’s  “Receiving  the 
Sabbath”  has  had  acclaimed  concert  perfor¬ 
mances  with  orchestra,  and  will  have  excerpts

Rabbi’s  Desk 


Some  time  ago  a  four-year  old  asked  me 
the  following  question:  “How  can  God 
be  everywhere?”  At  that  moment,  I  found 
myself  wishing  that  she  had  asked  someone 
else  her  question.  Nevertheless,  I  assured  her 
that  it  was  a  terrific  question  and  that  we 
should  meet  to  talk  about  it. 

Prior  to  our  appointment,  I  consulted 
three  experts  in  early  childhood  education 
and  asked  each  one  how  he/she  would 
respond  to  this  four-year  old’s  theological 
question. 

One  consultant  suggested  the  following: 
“Simply  tell  her  that  there  is  no  single  correct 
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way  to  understand  God’s  whereabouts,  that 
there  are  certain  things  that  we  can’t  under¬ 
stand  no  matter  how  hard  we  try.  God  is  a 
mystery  -  that’s  what  makes  God  God,  and 
human  beings  human  beings.  God  can  be 
everywhere.  We  can’t  be  everywhere.” 

The  second  consultant  suggested  the  fol¬ 
lowing:  “Show  her  a  leaf,  a  tree,  a  plant. 
Explain  that  God  is  in  all  living  things,  that 
God  is  part  of  us,  of  her,  of  you,  of  all  people. 
Tell  her  that  we  believe  that  God  created  all 
things,  and  that  God  is  connected  to  and  part 
of  all  the  things  that  God  created,  and  that  this 
is  what  we  mean  when  we  say  that  God  is 
everywhere.” 

The  third  consultant  suggested  the  analo¬ 
gy  of  love.  “Ask  the  child  if  she  loves  her  par¬ 
ents.  If  they  love  her?  Ask  her  how  they  show 
their  love  to  her.  Then  ask  her  if  she  still  feels 
their  love  when  they  are  not  around.  And, 
there  you  go,  there’s  your  analogy.” 

When  I  finally  met  with  my  inquisitive 
young  friend,  I  highlighted  the  third 


approach.  I  asked  her  the  questions  my  con¬ 
sultant  suggested.  “Yes,”  she  said  when  I 
asked  her  if  she  loved  her  parents.  “Yes,”  she 
said  when  I  asked  her  if  they  loved  her.  When 
I  asked  her  how  her  parents  showed  her  that 
they  loved  her,  she  said,  “They  hug  and  kiss 
me.”  “And  what  about  when  you  are  at 
school,  do  you  still  feel  your  parents’  love?” 
“Yes,”  she  said.  “And  what  about  when  you 
are  at  home,  and  your  parents  are  out,  do  you 
still  feel  your  parents’  love?”  “Yes,”  she  said 
again.  “So  you  can’t  see  that  love,"  I  said  to 
her,  but,  you  can  feel  it,  you  know  it’s  there.” 
She  nodded.  “Well,  it’s  kind  of  like  that  with 
God,”  I  said. 

In  the  book,  Teaching  Your  Children 
About  God ,  Rabbi  David  Wolpe  states  that 
“love  is  not  a  perfect  analogy,  because  feel¬ 
ings  are  things  that  originate  inside  of  us.  And 
God  exists  outside  of  us  as  well.”  (Wolpe, 
pg.  59-60) 

For  a  four-year  old,  though,  I  thought

Masorti  Movement 


We  have  all  become  aware  of  the 
Masorti  Movement  through  the 
unfortunate  incidents  at  the  Western 
Wall  on  Shavuot  and  Tisha  B’Av.  But  Masorti 
is  not  just  about  a  struggle  for  religious  recog¬ 
nition  and  religious  pluralism  in  Israel.  It  is  an 
ongoing  story  of  small,  but  thriving  congrega¬ 
tions  committed  to  serving  their  communities 
with  unique  programs  and  a  special  enthusi¬ 
asm. 


Here  are  few  important  stories  that  don’t 
get  headlines. 

The  Masorti  Movement  is  thousands  of 
children  in  dozens  of  cities  throughout  Israel. 
Nearly  all  of  the  50  synagogue  centers 


( kebillot )  which  comprise  the  Masorti 
Movement  conduct  day  care,  kindergarten 
and  summer  day  camp  programs  which  pro¬ 
vide  strong  Jewish  educational  content  to 
young  children. 

The  kaytana  (summer  day  camp)  in 
Netanya,  on  the  north  central  Mediterranean 
coast,  is  comprised  entirely  of  youngsters 
from  the  former  Soviet  Union  who  form  their 
Jewish  identity  as  they  learn  about  their  new 
lives  in  Israel.  The  kaytana  in  Omer,  in  the 
desert  in  the  south,  accents  Jewish  ceremonial 
objects  for  arts  and  crafts  projects.  Kaytana 
groups  in  Ashkelon,  on  the  south  central 
Mediterranean  coast,  compete  enthusiastically 
with  one  another  singing  Hebrew  folk  songs 
from  the  Bible.  They  come  from  a  half  dozen 
nations,  so  the  songs  help  form  a  new  shared 
culture  and  identity. 

The  Masorti  Movement’s  Bar/Bat  Mitzvah 
program  for  Children  With  Special  Needs 
takes  place  in  schools  and  residential  facilities 
around  the  country.  Children  with  special 
needs,  often  overlooked  in  the  overall  reli¬ 
gious  educational  system,  are  able  to  learn 
about  mitzvot  and  b’rachot  through  the 
Masorti  program  and  participate  in  bar/bat 
mitzvah  ceremonies  in  their  facilities  or  in 
congregations.  (A  brief,  touching  video  of  one 
such  ceremony  is  available  through  Rabbi 
Stem’s  office.)
